She wrote in poetic 
style of her home life in the small village in Sardinia, 
of the tragedies that rendered her family life so un- 
happy, of the scandals her writings caused. among the 
villagers, and ended with her first glimpse of the man 
whom she later married.

A vivid picture of the “forgotten men” of Italian 
towns and countryside. Without homes or household 
tradition they wander from place to place looking for 
food and shelter. Incapable by training or ambition 
for regimented life they offer their own sociological 
problems of passive resignation. Written with restraint, 
but with humanitarian outlook and purpose. 


Ferrero, Leo. Angelica. Switzerland: Capo- 
lago. $1. 


A play written in exile and performed in London last 
winter. The author was the son of the distinguished 
historian, Guglielmo Ferrero, and equally distinguished 
mother, Gina Lombroso. The play is a dramatic satire 
on dictators and liberty. Angelica, who in Orlando 
Furioso, made Orlando insane for love of her, here 
represents Liberty, and Orlando represents the Knight 
who will free all from Tyrants. Most of the other 
characters ure taken directly from Commedia dell’arte. 
The climax comes when Orlando dies realizing that 
people do not want Liberty so much as they want 
peace, with ease and stability.

The whole story takes place in one evening at a dance 
given by an aristocratic family in Milan soon after the 
World war. The most interesting types are the newly 
rich but vulgar, the provincial young ladies, the poor 
but snobbish aristocrat, the elegant but stupid royalist, 
and the underpaid but loyal domestic help.

Three long short stories that contain the best qualities 
of Linati’s writings; he has proved himself a master 
in poetic prose.
